Seeds are sold without warranty, expressed or implied as to description 
and productiveness. Goods should be carefully inspected upon arrival and 
claims for conditions made at once. We cannot consider claims after seeds 
have been stored or planted. 

All shipments travel at buyer’s risk and claims for damages in transit 
must be taken up with carriers. 


CAUTION — While it is true that plants grown from seed of horticultural 
varieties often yield superior plant material in comparision to that grown 
from nondescript seed, we wish to emphasize that seeds of such varieties or 
hybrids, with few exceptions, cannot be expected to come true to name. They 
are offered here for the convenience of competent plantsmen, for research 
and breeding work only.

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NOTES OF INTEREST 


DORMANCY IN SEEDS OF PINE, SPRUCE, OTHER CONIFERS — Failure 
to germinate promptly certain conifer seeds is often due to the fact that no 
consideration had been given to dormancy factors. Seeds most usually con- 
cerned are: — White Spruce, White Pine, other Pines of the Cembra, Flex- 
ilis and Strobus groups. 

In Fir (Abies), Hemlock (Tsuga), Douglas Fir (Pseudotsuga), Larch 
(Larix), Sitka Spruce dormancy ocurence is variable with dormancy found 
in some lots and none in others. 

In Blue Spruce (Picea pungens) fifty percent of seed are dormant, the 
other half fast germinating. 

Late spring planting of all of the before mentioned is apt to result in 
total failure or partial germination only. Fall planting of some, early spring 
planting for others or pre-treatment (stratification) of seed lots will be 
required for best results. Growers are requested: — 

A. To consult reference books for these problems. 

B. For earliest spring planting to prepare their beds in the fall, not to 
touch bed surface at sowing time but to dress with dry peatmoss, sow 
and cover with peatmoss and shades. Boarding-in of beds will facili- 
tate this procedure. 

SEED CERTIFICATION — 

Inquiries received show that the subject of certification is improperly 
understoodd by many. ; 

With the importance of seed certification rightly stressed by pertinent 
authorities we wish to explain our opinion. 

Our endeavor for many years, has been to secure supplies from sources 
of long standing, experienced in their respective fields. We request with our 
bulk purchases for forest seeds, certificates as to origins. These we find to 
be of various nature: some to be personal statements, some by chambers 
of commerce, some by forestry agencies. There do not exist international 
regulations covering the subject of certification but moves in the direction of 
international control are on the way. 

Forest seeds are a commodity quite different from field seeds as grown 
on broad acreages and readily controlled. Collection of forest seeds, in many 
instances, is done by small private enterprises and quite necessarily so with 
the remoteness of some of the choicest collection areas. There are often con- 
cerned single seed sources with no alternates. 

Effective control of seed collection by national boards, under international 
regulations may not be possible without a cumbersome setup, which surely 
would result in higher prices and delayed deliveries from source to consumer, 
especially from abroad.** Restrictive regulations may rather stiffle than 
further the expensive and strenuous job of cone collection with which the 
initial source has to cope. 

Certified seed do not necessarily have to be expensive. Seed prices are 
governed primarily by the availability of cone pickers and, the extent and 
conditions of crops. The certificate involved is a small expense item in itself. 

Validity of seed certification, today, depends prevailingly on the good will 
of collecting and distributing parties. 

**Note — A delay of approximately four weeks already is caused by imple- 
mentation of present U.S. entry regulations. 
HOW TO GERMINATE CAMELLIA SEEDS — 

With the mounting interest for Camellia growing in the North (Camellias 
will winter in Southern New England), the growing of plants from seed for 
selection of better types with blooming habits to suit northern climes becomes 
a necessity. 
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Trials with Camellia seeds, conducted over many years, have conclusively 
brought home the fact that seeds will not respond to customary planting 


methods. 


Proceedings, as described in English text books, have never worked with 
us but may possibly do with freshly picked seeds. Our own trials invariably 
were made with seeds imported from Europe or Japan. Planting in various 
soil mixtures always resulted in seed decay. Good results, over many years, 
were obtained with late winter or spring planting in a cold house, under 
shade, in containers filled with shredded Sphagnum Moss, with seeds im- 
bedded in the moss to a depth of two to three inches. 


Watered with moderation seedlings from late winter plantings will 
appear in June, from spring plantings in July and quickly develop into sturdy 
little plants. 


AZALEA — Attention again is called to the Kaempferi Hybrids (A. obtusa 
kaempferi crosses with malvatica and hinodegiri) exceeding, as garden plants, 
the parent races. They are compact in habit, more amenable to exposure, 
larger of flower, extremely free blooming in bright colors, hardy to Zone 5. 
A good word should also be said in favor of the Arnoldiana Hybrids of sim- 
ilar parentage. Even hardier than the preceding they are taller in habit. 
Their true charm and flower quality is revealed only when they have 
achieved some stature. While the Hybrids are true garden subjects, requiring 
no over-head shade the parent type Azalea obtusa kaempferi is unexcelled 
for naturalizing in woodland settings, where it can be counted upon to give 
quicker results than the native Azaleas. 


AZALEA MUCRONATA (indica alba, ledifolia alba) — This splendid large 
flowered Azalea, one of the oldest in cultivation and most widely planted in 
the Orient, grown from seed, will produce surprisingly hardy generations of 
seedlings. The white and the earlier, white-flushed amethyst form are both 
of delicate fragrance. The hybrid form with kaempferi, Hazel Dawson, red- 
dish violet is even larger flowered and produces seedlings of much the same 
color. Plants of this group winter successfully in open nursery rows on Cape 
Cod. All seem to require an occasional application of fertilizer for best per- 
formance. 


COTONEASTER —C. lactea (parneyi) —vigorous semi-evergreen, large 
leaved shrub of spreading habit. In Southern New England it is at its best at 
Christmas time with clusters of bright red berries contrasting with the dark 
green foliage. 


SPARTIUM JUNCEUM-WEAVERSBROOM — Splendid shrub for dry loca- 
tions with bright yellow flowers in late spring. More refined and tidy in 
habit than Cytisus scoparius. Hardy to Southern New England. 


RHODODENDRON — Rh. fortunei the hardiest of the large leaved species of 
the fortunei series wintering well in Southern Massachusetts, fairly early 
blooming and starting to bloom when young. Plants obtain considerable 
size improving in flowering display year after year, large plants making an 
impressive showing with a profusion of blush or rosy lilac flowers. Flowers 
are seven lobed and of heavy substance, lasting considerably longer than 
those of ordinary Rhododendron. Plants require side shelter but do best 
with over-head exposure in full sun in these parts. 
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PINE LORE 


With many growers confused as to what strains of Scotch Pine to plant 
we feel competent in giving the following suggestions: 


Practically all strains are, for some condition or other suitable both for 
forest planting, i.., timber production and for use as ornamentals or 
Christmas trees. 


In general two major races of Scoteh Pine concern us here: 


Strains from Northern Europe growing on the sandy plains which stretch 
from the coast of Belgium and Holland all the way east to, and around, the 
shores of the Baltic Sea. They are considered good strains for reforestration, 
grow comparatively fast, but usually have the objectionable feature of foliage 
discoloration with the approach of cold weather. They all do best on deep, 
sandy soils. If planted on better soils plants have a tendency to “overeat,” 
grow too fast and are prone to fall prey to disease and insect infestations. As 
an exception as to winter color the Pine strain of the North German low 
plain warrants attention. There have been favorable reports lately from 
growers indicating a possibility for Christmas tree production. Trees about 
twenty years old, on our own land, have shown only the slightest of foliage 
discolorations during the cold months in comparison to definite yellowing of 
Riga strain (Latvia) trees. Summer color, somewhat more intense than with 
the latter, is a bright-bluish green. Needles are from 2% -3 inches long, a 
triffle wider and heavier in texture than those of the 2 -2% inches long of 
the Riga strain. Bud count shows, as a rule, five well developed side buds 
around the terminal. Seasonable increase is moderate, little in excess of 
Riga strain trees. We will supply certified seed from selected stands, col- 
lected under supervision of state foresters. This strain should do well in 
soils with low nitrogen tests and especially well on sand. 


The mountain strains from various origins in Europe usually growing on 
stony soils are better adapted for all around planting. It is from these strains 
that best results can be expected for use as Christma trees. Grown on sandy 
soils plants from these strains may require feeding to show best foliage color. 


PINUS MUGO (MONTANA) — which is much planted on mountain slopes 
and steep banks to stop erosion, rock and snow slides, is of equal value for 
stopping wind erosion of dune lands in coastal districts. Closely planted 
it will form, in time, impenetrable thickets, a barrier to wind-blown sand, a 
refuge for wild life. 


PINUS MUGO PUMILIO— Shrubby Swiss Pine as indicated by its form 
name Pumilio i.e. Dwarf, is the dwarfest of the Mountain Pines. Seed, cer- 
tified as to origin, comes, we are assured, from pure stands, at high altitude, 
4,300-4,800 feet, without presence of trees of the Tree Swiss Pine (rostrata) 
to influence the dwarf habit by cross-pollination.
